Boxholder Must Decide 
About Obscenity In Mail 

Under new Congressional legislation a mailbox holder may 
decide for himself whether mail Is pornographic. 1 

STARTING Sunday, a person who believes he has received 
mail offering for sale anything "erotically arousing or sex¬ 
ually provocative” can obtain a form from a post office and have 
It stopped. 

Usually the recipient of unsolicited advertisement has no 
Idea how his name was placed on the mailing list. 

WITH a 2.6-billion-dollar business at stake, the Direct 
Mall Advertising Association Is understandably concerned about 
the law. It contends that the law is so broad that it could Inter¬ 
fere with the sale of lingerie along with other merchandise. 

Supporters of the law hope that it will remove most por¬ 
nography from the mall and eliminate the danger of its falling 
Into the hands of children. 

SINCE the Supreme Court itself has failed to come up with 
a satisfactory or even workable definition of “pornography, 
Congress decided to leave it to the individual to decide— at 
least in the area of unsolicited mail advertisement. 

If the mailer falls to stop sending objectionable mail after 
he has been ordered to do so by the Post Office Department 
legal steps can be taken to hold him In contempt of court. Al¬ 
though the law stipulates no penalties, a judge could ordei 
the mailer fined or imprisoned. 

THE MAILERS association is ready to pounce on the first 
complaint against one of its 2,600 members to use it as a test 
case. 

This censorship law Is the only one that gives an Individual 
a chance to decide for himself what Is objectionable. Other cen¬ 
sorship laws give a small group an opportunity to force theli 
religious or moral beliefs on the majority.

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Local Lakes k Lure 9 Student Anglers 




Warm weather Incites a 
fever that sends many student 
anglers stalking the shores. 
Already local ponds and lakes 
are experiencing the traffic. 
But for weekend fishermen, 
Reelfoot and Kentucky Lakes of¬ 
fer the two greatest area fish¬ 
ing probabilities. 

LOCATED Just over 40 
miles west of here, Reelfoot 
Lake holds herds of small crap- 
Ple which can be caught this 
time of year, night or day. 
Reasonable boat rental rates 
and proximity make angling In 
the stump-studded waters of 
“Earthquake Lake” economi¬ 
cally feasible for nearly all 
campus fishing fanatics. 

Reelfoot even has Its own 
specialized boats. They are 
canoe-like with metal cover¬ 
ings, small Inboard motors, 

and specially designed “re¬ 
versed” oars. Hie lake once 
held one of the nation’s largest 
crane rookeries. 

“Cranetown has almost dis¬ 
appeared from the scene,”! the 
Tennessee Game and Fish Com¬ 
mission reports. “ Hits Is per¬ 
haps the saddest part of the 
Reelfoot story with the excep¬ 
tion of slltation,” a commis¬ 
sion spokesman added. 

THE MAJOR reasons for 
the lake’s fabulous fishing are 
natural fish hatcheries. Cy¬ 
press and willow trees flourish 
In shallow water. Hie trees 
gradually die, leaving under¬ 
water forests of trunks and 
stumps which greatly aid fish 
propagation. 

Famous for mid-April crap- 
pie runs, Kentucky Lake, once 
the world’s largest man-made 
lake, offers year-round fishing 
made possible by prolific 
spawning In favorable waters. 
Using minnows for bait and fish¬ 
ing In coves over stumps, brush 
plies, and tree tops, the student 
angler can fill his creel for 
five weeks after the crapple 
begin spawning. 

BASS ARE also caught In 
April with the bait caster using 
underwater lures along the 


main shoreline. Crapple and 
bass will not reach their peak 
again till early next autumn. 

Fly fishing Is also good In 
May after a willow fly hatch. 
Blueglll and bass hit toh-water 
bugs and files. 

WITH MORE than 2,300 
miles of wooded shoreline and 
countless tributaries and em- 
bayment, the ragged Kentucky 
Lake shores stretch 184 miles 
south of Kentucky Dam with 40 
miles in Kentucky and 144 miles 
flowing through the heart of 
western Tennessee. The very 
bulk of the lake assures the 
fisherman plenty of room for 
sport, and there is no limit on 
crapple, blueglll, white bass, 


or catfish. 

The total sport fish catch 
last year exceeded two million 
pounds. Crapple caught tn April 
and May accounted for about 
half the total.
